Ss some of you know, the Music West 

festival/conference in Vancouver is a 
big deal; it's an avenue for unsigned 
bands to learn valuable skills in the music 
industry, even if they don’t subscribe to 
the whole “industry” thing. According to 
Dave Fortune at Music West, the 


emphasis is on unsigned bands learning — 


how to do it themselves, that it is possible 
to make a decent living being an 
independent band, instead of the more 


traditional method of signing to a major 


label. “The roots of success”, says 
Fortune, “are not in a major label deal. A 
conference like this can show bands that 
they can do what they want, without 
having to sell themselves to an A&R rep.” 

With all this talk about a major music 
conference advocating the DIY ethic 
might sound like a load of hoo-ey, 
especially with the corporate sponsers, 
but according to Fortune, their presence 
is the result of a financial necessity to 
keep this going. 2 

“The only reason corporations are 
involved is because of the financial reality 
of putting it together.” 

That may be so, but it also could be 
argued that major label people might 
attend the conference on independence 
to learn ways to appeal to the young, 
more indie audience, and the result might 
be the creation of “Scam-Indies” (labels 
that look like, smell like, and taste like 
independent labels, but have secret 
corporate backing). Labels like Victory 
and Interscope were scam indies before 
the underground press blew the whistle 
on them. 

In addition to the conference there is a 
three day music festival.Some Victoria 
artists that are being featured in this years 
festival include, Loose, Breach, Sandra 
Lockwood, Gus, The Papillomas, Dr. 
Tongue, and 100 Acre Wood. That's 
quite a cross-section of the local scene, 
and will hopefully give Music West a 
taste of what Victoria has to offer the rest 
of the world. 

The main theme of this year's 
conference is ‘of the .\State of 
Independence, and the line-up of local 
bands making the trip across the strait 
definitely reflect that. Loose have been 
doing it independently for years, just 
asBreach and Sandra Lockwood weren't 


going to wait around for some label to 


release them, and did it independently. 

Hopefully the State of Independence 
will become a more viable option in the 
years to come, and not just a trend which

The name Skimbleshanks is taken from a T.S. Eliot poem 
and according to bassist Greg Turnbull, “It essentially 
doesn't mean anything which is good. That way the music 
can define the name rather then the name defining the 
music." The ironic thing is that Skimbleshank's music 
seems to be impossible to define. Their sound has been 
described as ‘alternative jazz' but this doesn't do justice to 
the true eclectic mix the band offers. More recently they 
have begun to describe their music as a combination of 
‘jazz, heavy grooves and pop tune-smithing’ with a touch 


of ska. Yet, this still isn't a complete definition. 


The four members of Skimbleshanks, Lucas Corwin, 
lead vocalist and guitar, lan McKinlay-Key, lead guitar, 
Dallas Carrie, drums, and bassist Greg Turnbull began 
playing together in 1993; Dallas and Greg had played 
together previously and after meeting lan decided to try 
again.

_ the Kurdish 
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“Problem'

n March 19,1995, Turkish troops 
oS ere Northern Iraq to remove 
Kurdish settlements and members of the 
Kurdistan Workers Party (PKK). They have 
been involved in a guerilla war for about ten 


years. 


The Kurds are the largest remaining 
ethnic group with no homeland; since the 
formation of the Turkish Republic in 1923 
they have resided mostly in Turkey and 
Northern Iraq. In Turkey however, the 
Kurdish language is banned by law. The 
Kurds were starving, denied their ethnic 
identity, were subject to ethnic massacres 
and were dispersed throughout Turkey and 
the Middle East every ten or fifteen years or 
SO. | 


_ About ten years ago, with the formation. 


: zof the Kurdistan Worker's Party (PKK) the 
_ Kurdish people began to resist. The Kurdish 


Newspaper Ozgur Ulke was formed and the 


Kurds began to communicate and organise. 
In retaliation, the Turkish government closed 
down the offices of Ozgur Ul/ke and created 
a “system of village guards", similar to the 
civilian units that the American government 
set up in Vietnam. The Turkish republic 
began to force all Kurds between the age of 
seven and seventy to become village guards. 
Those who refused were tortured and often 
whole villages were burned. Thus many 
villagers fled south into Iraq. 

That is why on March 19, the Turkish 
government sent forces into Northern Iraq. 
Fighting between the guerilla PKK and the 
Turkish government has been severe, and 
human rights organizations say that neither 
the PKK nor the government forces are 
innocent of the severe human rights abuses, 
but more often it is the government forces 
who are the more abusive. 

Yasar Kemal, a Turkish writer who has 
been criticizing the government's oppression 
of the Kurds writes: “With the increasing 
resistance of the Kurdish people, which 
eventually became an armed confrontation, 
the machinery of oppression began to show 
its true face. First, the Turkish people were 
told lies and a massive propaganda 
campaign was launched. ... The Kurds want 
to divide the country and form their own

independent state, according to the refined 
emotional appeals. And then there were 
such exaggerated accounts of horrible 
attacks by Kurds on Turkish soldiers that 
everyone was led to believe that every Turk 
had better kill the first Kurd they could get 
their hands on." after the publication of the 
article that provided this excerpt in the 
German magazine Der Spiegel (#2/95), 
Yasar Kemal was issued a court summons 
and faces persecution for speaking out. 

The foreign press have been denied 
access to all the information about the 
Turkish army's intervention in Northern Iraq 
and are having to use government 
statements on the subject. Husnu Mahalli, 
chairman of the Foreign Press Association 
and correspondent of BBC Arabic Service 
said “Foreign and domestic journalists are 
obliged to follow the developments 
throughout the use of official sources. Since 
the official news is made up almost entirely 
of government announcements, it is getting 
more and more difficult to get to real 
information sources. 

"Last autumn, the foreign ministry 
said that foreign journalists were obliged 
to get an Iraqi Visa to enter Northern 
lraq. But after the second week of the 
Northern Iraqi invasion the Turkish 
foreign ministry said that foreign 
journalists or Turkish citizens working for 
foreign press agencies are not allowed to 
enter Northern Iraq. Husnu Mahalli 
stated that it is clear that “the foreign 
press are being seen as the enemy of the 
Turkish state.” 

Western countries have been reluctant to 
renounce Turkey for their invasion of Iraq. 
The European Union has been especially 
reluctant, though spokespeople say that 
concerns over Turkey's human rights abuses 
may force the Union to reconsider the 
recently agreed customs union agreement 
with Turkey. Central to the agreement - 
which still has to be ratified by the European 
Parliament - is human rights. Says Jan 
Willem Bertens, chairperson of the foreign 
relations commission of the EU, “If it [the 
human rights situation] does not improve 
the European Parliament will certainly not 
ratify the accord. ... | wonder whether this 
violation of human and international rights 
is the first expression of the goodwill the 
Turkish government promised during the 
signing of the customs union a few weeks 
ago.” However, Nico Wegter, spokesperson 
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for external affairs Commissioner. Hans van 
den Broek stressed that the European 
Commission has distanced itself from the 
comments of French foreign minister Alain 
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Juppe, who stated earlier that Turkey had 
violated human rights and the integrity and 
sovereignty of lraqi.territory. A

However, Kramer's vocalizations on this 
album quite frankly don’t cut it...no matter 
how much Kramer would like to think he 


can, he just can’t sing. This is too bad too, — 


for Kramer's lyrics have some pretty 
thought-provoking content: violence on 
the streets to environmental degradation 
and so on. 

Kramer's musical stylings, on the other 
hand, are impressive. Though his musical 
range is not wide, you can tell Kramer is a 
proficient guitarist. With this is in mind, 
The Hard Stuff would probably have made 
a better instrumental album, but that 
would also mean the listener would. also 
miss out on some of Kramer's awesome 
spoken word beat-poetry about his early 
days with the MC5 on"Edge of the 
Switchblade", and about his late friend 
Charles “Hank" Bukowski, a purveyor of 
the spoken-word movement (on the 
hidden untitled track at the end).
